HERE is a particular man- 
ner in which an overcoat 
XGA and wrap should be folded 
for the bar hanger. Place the hands 
in the shoulders of the coat, turn- 
ing the garment inside out, with 
one shoulder fitting into the other. 
Hold thecoatwith yourrighthand 
at the shoulder, bring the center of 
back and fronts together with your 
left hand and lay the garment down. 
Throw back one of the fronts and 
arrange the sleeves in their natural 
folds. Bring the two fronts of coat 
together again. Place the hanger 
beneath the garment about two 
inches belowthe ends of the sleeves. 
Holding the garment in position, 
place the hanger in the trunk. 


(Illustration No. 7 shows the correct position of the 
sleeves after the garment is placed on the hanger.)

The wrap is hung 
so the fur collar is at the bottom of 
the garment section, where the fur 
will not become matted by the pres- 
sure of other garments. 


A heavy sport cape or similar type 
of sleeveless garment may be folded 
over the hanger at the shoulder line;

Lay the trousers over the coat with 
the waist line even with the ends of 
the sleeves and the cuffs of the trousers 
hanging in front of the coat.

NUMBER of women’s gar- 
ments may be carried on the 
combination hanger. The 
tailored suit is handled in the same 
manner as the man’s business suit 
shown in illustrations No. 11 and 
No. 12. A sport sweater or jacket 
is placed on the hanger in a similar 
manner. 

Fold the skirt with the fullness 
out and place it in even folds over 
the hanger. Every skirt should be 
folded over the hanger at the hip 
line as shown in illustration No. 16. 

Three to five blouses may be car- 
tied on the combination hanger as 
shown in illustration No. 15. The 
rumber will vary according to the 
weight of the fabrics. In addition, 
one or two frocks or tailleurs may 
be placed over the top of the hanger.

N ARRANGING the gar- 

ments, before turning in

Regulations 


HE Hartmann Berth-High 
and Taxi Steamer Ward- 
robes conform tothe present 
steamer regulations and are great 
favorites for foreign travel. 


On modern vessels, where the ar- 
rangements of cabin or stateroom 
will permit, a regularsize Hartmann 
Wardrobe is allowed to stand at the 
foot of the berth or against the wall. 


Baggage regulations, with a few 
exceptions, are the same on the rail- 
roads of the United States and Can- 
ada. One hundred and fifty pounds 
of baggage can be checked without 
charge on one full fare ticket. 


The excess baggage tariff is based 
on the cash fare. For every hun- 
dred pounds of excess weight, the 
traveler is charged one sixth of the 
cash fare. Any fraction of a hun- 
dred pounds is computed propor- 
tionally on this basis.
